Boston, August 13th.—Igist night the 
delegates to the Convention of the Irish 
National League held a secret meeting un­ 
til after midnight. The principal business* 
was the defining of the policy which shall 
govern the proceedings of the Convention 
to-day. The delegates are nearly all unan­ 
imous in favor of prohibiting the discus­ 
sion, in any form, of American polities. It 
was decided to recommend Judge Mooney, 
of Buffalo, for temporary Chairman. The 
Iowa State League sent $1,000 to Sullivan, 
for the Parliamentary fund. Seven hun­ 
dred delegates are in town. 
Fanenil Hall was filled at noon with 700 
delegates i«. tlielri»h National League Con­ 
vention and their friends. Many ladies of 
the woman's branch of the League were 
present, also many pro.-t.». The hull i* 
finely decorated. 
ADDRESS OK l’BESIDEXT SULLIVAN. 
President Sullivan, in his uddre.-- said : 
(ÍEXTI.EMKN Of THU CoNVUXTION. Ill the 
name and by the a ithority of the Irish 
National League of America, we meet to 
fulfill the requirements of its constitution ; 
to convey to our kindred the message of 
our steadfast devotion, and to receive the 
ambassadors whom they have commis­ 
sioned to acquaint us with the progress of 
their struggle for self-government. The 
memorable Philadelphia Convention or­ 
ganized the Irish National League of Amer­ 
ica. It is the auxiliary of the Irish Na­ 
tional League of Ireland, the heir of all 
the hopes, and the guardian of more 
than the aims of that great social revolt 
which lifted the Irish farmer from the 
earth to liis feet, and cast the English sys­ 
tem of landlordism in Ireland on its faet­ 
ón the ourth. The Land League was born 
in an hour of woe, when the specter of 
famine appeared, summoned, not by the 
breath of God withering the harvests, hut 
by the English Government. With armies 
and fleets, with prisons and scaffolds and 
felon ships, with Coercion 
Acts

Irish National 
League, whose distinct aud avowed purpose 
is the establishment of the sovereignty of 
the Iririi people in Ireland, is the embodi­ 
ment of that spirit of liberty.

suppressed, for its spirit is immortal. 
It is 
beyond the scope of Coercion Acts, for its 
life is as endless as the life of a race. The 
shamrock on its banner, tear-bedewed in 
its native bed, is the symbol of the glorious 
union of that race in three homes separated 
by the seas that divide continents, united 
by the determination of a race to achieve 
the independence of a nation. 
As the Land League accomplished the 
relief of a class, the National League repre­ 
sents the aspirations and the resolve of an 
entire people. As the farmers have been 
the chief beneficiaries of the struggles and 
sacrifices thus far made, the Irish people 
throughout the world, who participate in 
the struggles and share the sacrifices, ad­ 
monish the farmers that they owe n duty 
to their country In an earnest support of 
the aims of the National League. 
e warn 
them that until the chief object of the Na­ 
tional League is achieve*!--national *clf- 
goveniment—their own position is still 
unsafe. The National League aims not 
merely at a reduction of ren ts; not merely 
at a change from idle proprietors to work­ 
ing proprietors, but at the creation of com­ 
plete national life and the development of 
all the diversified industries which render 
a people self-sustaining and prosperous. 
The farmers are rightly admonished that if 
they fail to extend to the laborers the fra­ 
ternal aid they have themselves received : 
if they fail to encourage Irish products, to 
the exclusion of English goods; if they 
hesitate to invest in domestic industries, 
they will be more odiotisin the sight of God 
ami man than the landlords from whose 
clutch they have been released. We do not 
desire in Ireland the substitution of petty 
selfishness for gigantic robbery. The in­ 
gratitude of the farmer will be more 
despicable and more dangerous than the 
tyranny of the landlords, because ibat in­ 
gratitude will be treason to a untiun. The 
economic and civil life of a people can be 
developed only hv a sincere, noble and 
effectual cohesion of all classes for the com­ 
mon welfare. 
The work of the League in the United 
States has been directed first to sending aid 
to the treasury in Ireland, whose moderate 
requirements, in the absence of any emer­ 
gency. have been fairly met, and to the en­ 
lightenment and solidification of American 
opinion. While force is still able to pro­ 
long despotism, justice is not dependent on 
arms alone. Ireland, unable to cope with 
the empire that denies her a constitution 
and parliament, appeals from the bayonet 
of her invader to the conscience and the 
mind of mankind, and asks whether her 
demands are not just, and whether her pa­ 
tience. her morality and her perseverance 
have not been sublime. The American 
mind is essentially practical, and during 
the past year we have endeavored to make 
it acquainted with the practical aspects of 
English misrule in Ireland. We have asked 
our American countrymen to contém­ 
plate the impoverishing 
taxation, the 
crushed manufactures, the restricted edu­ 
cation, tiie diminished agriculture, the 
compulsory 
emigration 
of 
the 
peo­ 
ple of Ireland. 
We have 
asked the 
American conscience to scrutinize the cor­ 
rupt and infamous judicial system grimly 
maintained 
there 
for (lie torture and 
slaughter of the people. We have asked 
American freemen to contemplate the sup­ 
pression of free speech, the intimidation of 
the press, and the extinction of personal 
liberty under an administration nominally 
constitutional, actually a barbarous despot­ 
ism. The results of our labor are apparent 
in the sympathetic unanimity with which 
tlie American press sustain ttie struggle of 
our countrymen at home, and in the uni­ 
versal expression of the public opinion of 
the Republic. Nor arc these results more 
frankly recognized than bv tlie press of 
England, which no longer affects to under­ 
rate the intelligence or the resources of the 
Irish race throughout the world, or to 
despise its determination, or to be indiffer­ 
ent to the menacing bitterness of its mem­ 
ory. 
It is now apparent to thoughtful men or. 
both sides of tlie sea that the interests of 
tlie American republic, are identical with 
the interests of Ireland. Every year that 
witnesses the denial of self-government for 
Ireland is a year of taxation upon a con­ 
siderable portion of the American people 
for the support of the English crown in 
Ireland. The drain of money from the 
toilers of the United States to aid their kin­ 
dred in Ireland will continue until the 
Government which they detest, and which 
keeps them poor and dependent, is ex 
pelled. In whatever measure we enlist the 
sympathy and the influence of the Ameri­ 
can republic in behalf of the people of Ire­ 
land, we render a service to the republic. 
It has been the practice of the English Gov­ 
ernment for more than a generation to 
drive vast numbers of the Irish people off 
small 
agricultural 
holdings 
into foul 
and vicious 
dens 
called 
poor-houses. 
Being thus reduced to poverty, their chil­ 
dren robbed ol ;m opportunity to acquire 
bread-getting skill, they have been forced 
into tlie pits of ocean vessels, and east pen­ 
niless upon the crowded cities of our sea­ 
board. Here they have become unwilling 
but helplow charges upon our communi­ 
ties, or, by their blameless lack of skill, 
and their creditable energy in seeking em­ 
ployment, they have forced wages down 
along the lines’where wages are lowest. In 
directing the attention of our Government 
to this violation of international rights, we 
discharged a duty to the American tax­ 
payer and wage-worker, while we fastened 
the attention of the world upon a long- 


lived English lie—naraetv, that Ireland is 
over-populated, for we showed that oniv 
3,(XX),000 arres out of 20,000,000 of her sot! 
.are under tillage, and that, if permittixl to 
govern herself, Ireland is capable of sup­ 
porting five times her population. 
Of the National Convention of each of 
the great political parties, we requested and 
received a pledge Uiat English landlord­ 
ism. which is nearly expelled from Ireland, 
shall not bo permitted to transfer its evil 
seeds to American soil. In adopting this 
peaceful method of prevention, rather than 
waiting until tlje cure of force should bo 
required, we rejected the policy of Mr. 
Gladstone, who could not disestablish an 
lilion church until, acoording to his own 
avowal, explosive* bad resounded in Eng­ 
land, and we bave relied on agitation to 
effect public benefits, thu* following the 
principles of Charles Stewart I'arnell. No 
man can doubt that if the hereditary land 
monopolists of Great Britain fastened them­ 
selves upon our free soil, the day would iu- 
cyitubly come when the sturdv settlers, 
with arms and vengeance, would drive 
them off as they drove ihe rod marauders, 
wliito natural title was better than anv 
that can be acquired bv foreign aristocrats 
from native land grabber*, whether indi­ 
vidual or corporate. The Irish National 
League will persist in exacting the fulfill­ 
ment of i hese pledges, until the enactment 
of National and State constitutional amend- 
msiits shall insure the republic against the 
reopening of the Irish land question ujxui 
American soil. 
Fellow countrymen, the only credentials 
recognized on this floor are the credentials 
of the Irish National league, flu yonder 
threshold we dropped our ciiaractef as 
members of American parlies. The only 
demand the Irish National 1 silgue makes 
in American polities is the demand for the 
elevation of American citizenship at homo 
and abroad. It makes that demand of all 
jMtrties, and it makes it so determinedly 
that every i arty must respect it. 
it make.» 
lhat demand not in ihe name of tho distant 
island when. ;■ we sprang; it makes it in 
Lite name of Ihe American republic, of 
which we arc a part. 
It makes it not for 
the man oí Irish blood alone, but for every 
American, native and adopted, whether 
< elt or German, Scandinavian or Russian. 
In mutual respect and for vent brotherhood, 
manfully unconscious of those matters 
whereon we rightfully differ as Americans, 
let our debates be so conducted that all par 
tie* shall fear and respect us, and that our 
highest title to iheir fear shall be our devo­ 
tion to the republic and our respect for our­ 
selves.

meet in the historic city of the Re­ 
public, Ik. owed by the earliest struggles 
of the American people against tlia foe 
whom Ireland shall vet win to terms of 
peace—struggles in which our ruce was 
valiant in arms and discreet in council.

INTERVIKWÍD. 
A dispatch from New York says : Sexton 
has corneas Parnell's representative to the 
Land League Convention in Boston. Sex­ 
ton was interviewed by a reporter, to whom 
lie said : " My only purpose in this visit to 
America is to observe the formation and 
system of the League, and to discuss tho 
methods for the fostering of harmony, for 
on harmony alone depends tlie successful 
carrying out of the League. 
I do not deem 
it wise in a year like this, when Ihe ooun- 
try is aborbeil in a Presidential contest, to 
endeavor to gain attention for another sub­ 
ject. 1 shall probably return hoiuc on the 
30th instant, as political events require my 
attention, 
boon after the beginning of 
next year I «hall mine again and address 
tlie citizens of your country on the subject 
of tlie work wc have on' hand.” When 
asked if lie had any special news from the 
other side, Sexton said. ‘‘ No; affairs re­ 
main about the same. The lund laws are 
badly administered. The Government ap­ 
pointed Land Commissioners who are in 
sympathy with the landlord class, and ti oy 
broke the back of the ileaty Act. That a 
tenant should be compelled to pay rent on 
his own improvements is the shameful 
thing, and the League’s first eflbrt is toward 
the abolishment of that system.

A GENEROUS WELCOME 
CONVERT. 
TO A NEW 


At last we have the pleasure of welcom­ 
ing the San Francisco Chronicle to the ranks 
of high-toned conservatism, in which the 
R ecobd-ITn ion has always been found 
faithfully battling. The period which has 
elapsed since 1800 will be known in history 
as the railroad-building period of America. 
In that time nearly eighty thousand miles 
of railroad have been constructed in this 
country. Over six billions of money has 
been invested in them. Vast, even gigan­ 
tic, corporations have arisen—indeed, so 
vast and so extensive have been the opera­ 
tions of these colossal corporations that in 
a very recent period our estimable San 
Francisco contemporary felt much appre­ 
hension, and doubtless sincere alarm, at 
the encroachment of this new and over­ 
shadowing power. We have admonished 
it many times with gentle persuasion, and 
ofttimes, we are now ready to state regret­ 
fully, with harsher admonition, for the ob­ 
vious errors into which it had fallen. 
When it declared, as it hail done on many 
occasions, the country to be under the iron 
heel of grinding monopolies, the entire 
laboring classes of the country reduced to 
servitude amounting to slavery, the rich 
becoming richer, and the poor constantly 
and continuously poorer, we have sought 
to lend it from its cranky pessimism to a 
broader and more enlightened optimism, 
and at last enjoy the comforting pleasure of 
having succeeded. 
Discussing the progress of the laboring 
classes during the great railroad building 
era of this country, in its issue of Monday, 
the Chronicle says: “ On the whole the 
condition of the laboring class has vastly 
improved since 1800. 
Their wages are 
more than double. Their necessary ex­ 
penses have not increased appreciably. 
Their political power rules the country and 
nearly all the States. They are better edu­ 
cated, better clad, better housed. and the 
fact that 2.876,488 of them had last year the 
enormous amount of $2.024,856,787 depos­ 
ited in saving banks, to say nothing of the 
home ’stocking,’ and investments in the 
Stocks of railway, gas and water com­ 
panies, houses, lots and farms, shows thut 
they have shared fully with the rieh in the 
general accumulation of property and cash. 
The ’ strike' is but a proof of their power 
and independence; and the tramp is an 
American phenomenon in no way arguing 
against the general good condition of the 
honest workingman.” 
At last the rule of the corporation is over. 
At last king monopoly Las been deposed 
and even the ’‘strike" is a proof of the 
power and independence of the working 
class. I* rom the low depths of degradation 
and poverty in which our oontemporary 
but recently contemplated them, the wages 
of the laboring men are more than double; 
their necessary expenses have not increased 
appreciably, and, above all, instead of 
the tyrannical rule 
of monopolies, the 
political power of the laboring 
man 
rules the country and nearly all the States. 
W hat a happy awakening this must be 
from the recent dilemma of our content- 
porary. But recently the poor were be­ 
coming poorer, the rich richer, erstwhile 
the monopolies 
governed the. country, 
relegating the laboring man to squalor, 
want, poverty, misery, and crime. 
But in 
the new light which has dawned upon the 
recurring reason of our con tern i>orar>\ the 
laborer is better fed, better clad, better 
housed, than ever before in the history of 
America. 
Wc congratulate our contemporary upon 
its return to a more sober commonsense 
view of what is happening around it, and to 
n recurrence of one of those lucid intervals 
which is in such refreshing contrast to its 
recent insane ravings.

A CONFESSION OF WEAKNESS. 


jlivery Other Saturday, the Boston critical 
journal, pungently remarks upon Governor 
Cleveland’s nomination as a confession of 
weakness. It certainly was. A candidate 
was selected by the Democracy because of 
his negativeness. 
It cannot be claimed 
with any degree of seriousness that he was 
chosen for affirmative virtues, political or 
otherwise. He was a tolerable ¡Sheriff, a 
fairly good Mayor of a small city, and is a 
Governor who has made some mistakes 
and done some good things—notably his 
holding the State to honesty and fair deal­ 
ing, in the iive-cent-farc veto matter.

Jt is 
perfectly clear that the party was purpose­ 
ful In the act of selecting without any refer­ 
ence to considerations of statesmanship. 
One thing it did do, of which there can be 
no sort of denial or reason : it nominated a 
man the Democracy of California cannot 
consistently support—at least, the wing of 
it that pins its faith to the Stockton plat­ 
form.

A m e rican Baulters’ A ssociation. 
S aratoga, August 13th—The American 
B ankers'Association assembled in annaal 
Convention this morning. There is quite 
a large representation of prominent bank­ 
ers. The meeting was called to order by 
ITesideot Lyman J. Gage, o f Chicago, who 
delivered the inaugural address. Treasurer 
Baker's report showed a balance o f $6,394. 
Secretary Marsland read the resolution sub­ 
mitted by the Executive Council, as follows: 
Retotrexl, it is the sense of the American Bank­ 
ers' Association that the coining of standard 
silver dollars of 412' j grains is against the wel­ 
fare of the country, and recommend to Congress 
a discontinuance of such coinage. 
George Butler concurred with the resolu­ 
tion, and thought i; best to suspend the 
coinage of the silver dollar until other coun­ 
tries joined with the United States. 
Mr. Groesback, of Cincinnati, by request 
addressed the Convention. He favored a 
bimetallic currency, and went on to show 
that for centuries gold and silver were held 
of equal value as currency. The change 
took piase in 1871 or 1872. W hat had been 
done in the past could be done in the fu­ 
ture. It might be impossible for one coun­ 
try to carry gold and silver alone for its 
currency, and he favored, under the pres­ 
ent conditions, the suspension of silver 
coinage in the United States until other 
nations took action in the matter. 
A vote of thanks was extended to Groes­ 
back and the resolution was then carried. 
The following resolution was adopted: 
Resolved. Thill in view of the fact that the 
articles of the Association of National Banks of 
the country ore rapidly expiring w ithout suffi­ 
cient inducement for a renewal, owing to the 
constantly diminishing and high prices of Gov­ 
ernment bonds, upon which the bank circula­ 
tion is based, thus threatening the serious cur­ 
tailment of the currency of the country, and 
since bank-note circulation, absolutely secured 
and issued under ample safeguards for its re- 
demptiou on demand in coin, is necessary for 
the transaction of the business of the country, 
and such condition can be best provided through 
the continued operation of the National Bank 
Act, as has been attested by the experiences of 
the last twenty-one years, the attention of the 
Congress of the l'uited,8tates be urgently called 
to the necessity of immediate legislation to meet 
the present emergency. 
Judge I’ollard. of Vermont, one of the 
Committee on Commercial Paper, made 
remarks on the subject of commercial pa­ 
per. 
He said; " It is an important part 
and factor in all cominera?, and. so far as 
negotiable paper is connected with trade. 
Congress has full jurisdiction over it.” He 
thought the bill went further than Con­ 
gress has power to go. The present House 
of Representatives is not favorably consti­ 
tuted to pass upon the subject of National 
Banks. The advice of Congress should he 
asked to pass n law to go to any extent that 
Congress has jurisdiction. 
The matter was referred to the Executive 
Committee to press to an early action. 
Secretary Marsland then read a paper on 
the “ Banking and Currency System in Its 
Relation to the Business of the Country,” 
furnished by lion. Hugh McCulloch, who 
was unable to be present. 
1!. B. Carneys, of Philadelphia, presented 
a paper upon the "Condition of Safe 
Banking;" 
C onvention of P a ssen g e r A gents. 
D enver (Col.). August 13th.—The Inter­ 
national Association of Traveling Passen­ 
ger Agents, at their meeting to-day, passed 
resolutions annulling the contract with the 
Railway Aye, of Philadelphia, by which it 
was made the official organ of the Associa­ 
tion : thanking the State, city authorities, 
loeal committee and citizens "for courtesies 
extended.

C ondition ot th e U nion Pacific. 
Boston, August 13th.—President Adams 
and Director Ames, of the Union Pacific, 
have returned from a trip over the Union 
Pacific property. Adams said he believed 
the earnings of the company had reached a 
turning point. He expected better results 
in t he last half of the year. As to compe­ 
tition. Adams believed it would prove the 
best tiling that could occur for the company. 
It will teach them modern railroading, 
and how to do business. What the Union 
Pacific needs is organization. It had out­ 
grown its old system of Superintendent man­ 
agement, and future dividends depend upon 
future business. 
If wc have peace I look 
for a very large development in the Union 
Pacific. We have no idea *f giving up the 
tripartite contract. Of course it is not per­ 
fect work, but I think it can be modified so 
as to be acceptable to all parties. 
The 
Boston transfer books continue to show a 
loss of stock in favor of Wall street. The 
Boston holding amounts now to about 
240,000 shares, against 260,000 in June. The 
land sales for July showed an increase com­ 
pared with those for the same time last year. 
S trik e o f R ailro ad Em ploye*. 
Ch ey en ne (Wy.), August 13th.—Seventy 
men employed in the ear shops of the 
Union Pacific Railroad here struck this 
afternoon. This is part of a general strike 
in the ear shops of the Union Pacific and 
leased lines, caused by a reduction of 10 per 
cent, in the wages of workmen at Ellis, 
Kansas. When the company withdrew the 
order for a general reduction last spring, it 
is understood that it adopted a policy of 
gradual reduction—first in one town, and 
then in another. To head off the move­ 
ment a general society of workmen organ­ 
ized, who were to strike as soon as there 
was any attempt at a reduction anywhere 
along the lines. The first reduction"was at 
Ellis, of 10 per cent, in the wages of twenty- 
five men. 
If a general strike in the shops 
is inaugurated, the business of the company 
may be badly impeded. 
D enver (Col.), August 13th.—All the 
workmen, numbering about 300, employed 
at the Kansas Pacific and South Park shops 
of the Union Pacific Railway in this city 
struck at noon to-day. 
The causes are 
varied. The men claim that in settling the 
difficulties in May last the management 
agreed not to discharge any men, but would 
lay off and call on, as business demanded. 
This the management deny, and have dis­ 
charged men at the different shops from 
time to time, as a decrease of business re­ 
quired. In the recent reduction oflOpercent. 
at Ellis, Kansas, the men claim the man­ 
agement ignored the promise made in May 
last. No violence is anticipated. 
Cheyenne (Wyo.), August 13tli.— The 
Union Pacific shop men here are still out. 
The company lias made some concessions, 
restoring the wages at Ellis, Kansas, and 
re-employing all discharged men at Denver 
at former hours. Another point is still in 
dispute, and unless granted by the com­ 
pany it is said the strike will continue in­ 
definitely. 


R e p o rt o f th e C leveland Inv estig atin g 
C om m ittee. 
New Y o rk , August 13th.—The Indepen­ 
dent and Democratic newspapers in the 
Eastern cities print the text of the report of 
the Committee of Investigation of the 
Cleveland scandal. One committee was 
composed of si xteen Republicans and Inde­ 
pendents residing in Buffalo, the other of 
Rev. K. Twining, who went out for the 
Independent newspaper on the same busi­ 
ness. Neither report contributes new facts. 
Each admits the Maria Hatpin scandal, hut 
emphatically denies the general charges of 
drunkenness and immorality. They state 
that the editor o f the Buffalo paper utterly 
failed when called upon to substantiate the 
charges of general licentiousness. He ad­ 
mitted he had no evidence to support any 
accusation against Cleveland except in one 
instance, to which we were particularly re­ 
ferred. 
In all other instances in which the 
reports and insinuations have been made 
tangible enough to furnish a clue to guide 
our investigations, they have been posi­ 
tively proved false. I>r. Twining's report 
concludes with the entire acquittal of Cleve­ 
land from every scandal except the Iialpiii 
case, in regard to which he says: “ W hether 
such an offense can, in the course o f years, 
he forgiven, will depend on one’s eagerness 
to cast the first stone. For my part I can 
forgive it. When it has not been denied it 
does not send Cleveland’s friends into the 
canvass with a fact in the history o f their 
candidate which they can forget, and which 


K e lly W ill W o rk for C leveland. 
New Y o r k . August 13th.—Replying to a 
recent, letter, John Kelly w rites: " First, 
the charge that 1 voted against Tilden and 
Hendricks in 1876 is untrue.

T he Shooting e f H enry. 
B oston, August 13th.—A special from 
Portsmouth, N. H., says : Early this morn­ 
ing Colonel Kent obtained an interview 
with Lieutenant Greely, who admitted 
that lie had Henrv shot. The military 
execution was on the 6th of June. As 
early as March lie suspected Henry of 
stealing the limited food, which was appor­ 
tioned out to the survivors, and this fact 
being finally and positively ascertained. 
Lieutenant Greely had thereafter 
hard 
work to protect the man's life. It became 
necessary, in order to keep up discipline, 
to inform Henry that he would be shot if 
the practice continued, and that a similar 
fate would be meted out to any other mem­ 
ber of the party detected in a like crime. 
If Henry had been permitted to continue 
his stealings unmolested, the balance of the 
party would surely have starved to death 
and Henry alone survived. After, and in 
spite of these warnings, Henry was again 
detected stealing provisions, among the 
food taken being two pounds of bacon, he 
eating of so much of it that it made him 
sick. 
A search was then instituted, when 
it was found that Henry had, among other 
articles, stolen and secreted a pair of seal­ 
skin boots which had belonged to a hunter 
of the party. Lieutenant Greely was there­ 
fore forced, in order to maintain military 
discipline and protect the lives of his other 
comrades, to issue a written order that 
Henry be shot, which order was carried 
into effect on June 6th. As to the alleged 
cannibalism, Greely says if there was any­ 
thing of the kind it must have been indi­ 
vidual acts, and not general. 
G reat E x citem en t a t Iow a City. 


Iow a G it y (la.), August 13th.—The city 
is in the midst of great excitement to­ 
night. The streets are crowded with peo­ 
ple, and fears of violence pervades all good 
citizens. This afternoon, at the trial of 
two brewers of this city before a Justice of 
the Peace in a country township near by, a 
mob of 200 thugs attacked the prosecuting 
lawyer, named W. II. Bailey, stripped his 
clothing oft" and tarred him. His life was 
narrowly saved by a Deputy Sheriff'. The 
mob, many of them crazed by drink, tried 
to catch the principal witness, named 
Swafford, ami would have hanged him had 
they found him. A Constable was severely 
cut with knives. The roughs came to

After supper they found Swafford, and 
knocked him and his brother down on the 
streets. The mob would have killed the 
Swaffords, had the latter not been secreted 
in a store. A meeting of citizens has been 
held, the outrages vigorously condemned, 
anda special police appointed lor the night. 
The best people of all parties are urging 
the ohevance of the law. 
The ringleaders 
in the disturbance arc known. 
Warrants 
hare been issued for their arrest. 
9 P. m.—The city has quieted down, and 
fears of further trouble arc dispelled. 
It 
is now discovered that half a dozen of Iowa 
City roughs were reinforced by a large body 
of thugs from the outside, and thatallsuch 
suspicious characters since left town. 
F a ta l E n co u n ter B etw een W orkm en. 
Chicago, August 13th.—This evening, 
when the non-Union men to the number 
of about forty, who have taken the places 
of the strikers in < ribben A Sexton’s stove 
foundry, quit work, and started home in a 
body, they were followed by the strike», 
hooting and jeering. Their numbers con­ 
stantly increased, and when some distance 
away the mob began throwing stones at 
the workmen, one of whose number fell 
with a gash in his head. A pistol shot fol­ 
lowed, and another fell, with a bullet in 
his leg. 
The workmen, who were all 
armed by their employers, then turned and 
tired a volley at their assailants, one of 
whom was shot through the heart and died 
instantly. After about twenty shots had 
been fired the mob scattered,and the work­ 
men went to their homes. The dead man 
is named Peek. It is stated lie was a hard 
character; that he had killed a man. and 
that he recently came there from Pittsburg. 
Only one arrest lias thus far been made.

the Constitution of the State of California to the 
qualified electors for their approval,” approved 
Maroh 7,1882, notice is hereby given that the 
Legislature 0! the State of California, at its 
twenty-fifth session, commencing on tlie first 
Monday after the firet day ot January, A. D. 1883,; 
two-thirds of all the members elected to each of 
the two Houses of said Legislature voting in 
favor thereof, proposed that Section lu of Ar 
tid e XT. of the Conssitution of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, be amended so as to read as follows: 


A m en d m en t No. 1. 


S ection 19. In any city where there are no 
public works owned and controlled by the mu­ 
nicipality for supplying the same with w ater or 
artificial light, any individual or any company, 
duly incorporated for such purpose under and 
by authority of the laws of this State, shall, un­ 
der the direction of the Superintendent of 
Streets, or other officer in control thereof, and 
under such general regulations us the munici­ 
pality may prescribe for damages, and indem­ 
nity for damages, have the privilege of usingthe 
public streets and thoroughfares thereof, and of 
laying down pipes and conduits therein, and 
connections tuerewith, so far as may be neces­ 
sary for introducing into und supplying such 
city and its inhabitants either with gaslight or 
other illum inating tight, or with fresh water for 
domestic and all other purposes, upon tlie con­ 
dition that the m unicipal government shall 
have the rigid to regulate the charges thereof. 


And notice is hereby further given, that atthe 
same session two-thirds of all the members 


elected to each of the two Houses voting In 


tavor thereof, the said Legislature proposed that 
Section 7 of Article IX. of the Constitution of the 
State of California be amended so as to read as 
follows: 


A m e n d m e n t No, 2. 


S e c tio n 7. Tlie Governor. Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and the Principals of the 
State Normal Schools shall constitute the State 
hoard of Education, and shall compile, orcause 
to be compiled, and udopt a uniform series of 
text books for use iu the common school* 
throughout the State. The State Board may 
cause such text books, when adopted, to be 
printed and published by the Superintendent of 
State Printing at the State Printing Office, and 
when so printed and published, to be distrib­ 
uted and sold at the cost price of printing, pub­ 
lishing and distributing the same. The text 
books so adopted shall rotitinue in use not less 
tban four years; and said stato Hoard shall per­ 
form such other dutie- as may be prescribed by­ 
law.

A m en d m en t No. 3. 


Section 9. A State Board ot'Equalization, con­ 
sisting of one member from eucn Congressional 
District in this State, as the same existed in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, shall be 
elected by the qualified electors ol their respec­ 
tive districts, at tlie general election to be held 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six, and at each gubernatorial election 
thereafter, whose term of office shall be for four 
years, whose duty it shall bo to equalize the 
valuation of the taxable property in the several 
counties of the State for the purposes of taxa­ 
tion. The Controller of State shall tie ex officio 
a member of the Board. The Boards of Super­ 
visors of the severui counties of the State shall 
constitute Boards of Equalization for their 
respective counties, whose duty it shall he to 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property 
in the county for the purpose of taxation; pro­ 
vided, such State and County Boards of Equali­ 
zation are hereby authorized and empowered, 
under such rules of notice us the County Boards 
may prescribe, as to tlie county assessments, and 
under such rules of notice as tlie State Board 
may prescribe as totlie action ofthc State Board, 
to increase or lower the entire assessment roll, 
or any assessment contained therein, so as to 
equalize the assessment of the property con­ 
tained in said assessment roll, and make tlie 
assessment conform to the true value in money 
of the property contained in said roll: provided, 
that no Board of Equalization shall raise any 
mortgage, deed of trust, contract or other obli­ 
gation by which a debt is secured, money or 
solvent credits, above its face value. The pres­ 
ent State Board of Equalization shall continue 
in office until their successors, as herein pro­ 
vided for. shall be elected and sliaii qualify. 
The Legislature shall have power io redistriet 
the State into four districts tvs nearly equal ill 
population as practical, and to provide for the 
elections of members of said Board of Equaliza­ 
tion.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


D ea t h from U sin g A r s e n ic .—Mrs. Net- 
xie M. Key, ncc Ten Eyck, died suddenly 
yesterday m orning about 2 o’clock at tlie 
residence of her m other in the Olunie 
building, E ighth and K streets. 
A report 
prevailed on the streets subsequently that 
it was a case of suicide, but her fam ily have 
no idea that such was the case. 
She bad 
been unusually cheerful during the day, 
but in the evening was not feeling very 
w ell. 
About 0 o’clock she ate som e oys­ 
ters, but they did not agree w ith her. 
W hen, at a latter hour, she was found to 
be very ill, her m other inquired whether 
she had eaten or drank anything to m ake 
her sick, and she replied that she had not, 
except that she had taken “ a little o f 
stuff that m akes m e w hite.” 
T his led to 
further inquiry, and it was ascertained that 
that she had for som e tim e, unknown to 
her m other, been using a preparation of 
arsenic for her com plexion. 
Members of 
the fam ily have no knowledge o f any reason 
w h y she should he depressed in spirits or 
inclined to take her life, and believe that 
sheaccidentally took an ovérdoseoftlie prep­ 
aration referred to. A physician, w ho was 
sum m oned as soon as it was believed that 
she was in danger, didall that could be done 
for relief, but found that he had arrived too 
late to be successful. 
Deceased leaves a 
child two years of age. Owing to the reports 
that were circulated, Coroner Clark has 
deem ed it proper to hold an inquest, which 
will take place this evening. 


H e IIad a T ape-W orm.— A w ell-know n 
gentlem an of this city attends a w ine party 
nearly every night, and gets “ how came 
you s o ” quite frequently. 
The first thing 
he docs on arising is to repair to a saloon 
near by, kept by a friend, w ho gives him a 
large tum bler o f ice wafer. 
Yesterday 
m orning about 7 o’clock he entered liis 
friend’s place for his 
usual glass. 
H e 
stopped near the door to talk with a gen­ 
tlem an on a little business matter. 
The 
barkeeper poured out the usual goblet o f 
water and, thinking to have a little sport, 
took from a glass globe on the sh elf near 
by a water snake, about nine inches in 
length, and dropped it into the goblet of 
water. 
H e waited som e tim e for his friend 
to walk up to the bar, and, hearing a call 
from a hack room, stepped out o f the 
saloon for a m om ent. 
On his return his 
friend had goneand the goblet stood em pty 
on the counter. 
H e rushed to the door, 
and discovered liis friend hanging to an 
aw ning post w ith one arm, his other hand 
holding his stomach, apparently having 
just recovered from a violent and sudden 
attack o f sea sickness. 
Seeing the bar­ 
keeper, he m otioned for him to com e near. 
He said : " Jim . I've been sick a long tim e, 
hut,” pointing to the snake on the cobble 
stone, “ 1 never knew I had a tape-worin 
t>e fore."

BOARD OF CITY TRUSTEES. 


C hina S lou gh to 1>o C on n ected w ith th e 
S acram en to R iver. 
The Board o f City Trustees m et in extra 
session a t 10 a . m . yesterday to consider the 
question o f connecting China slough with 
the Sacramento river. 
A ll the members of 
the Board were present, as were also several 
city officials and quite a num ber o f citizens. 
L. F. Bassett, City Engineer, said he had 
m ade a survey of the slough, and estimated 
that it contained 40,000,000gallons o f water. 
The tw elve-inch pipe, proposed to connect 
the slough with the river, would discharge, 
tinder an average three foot o f pressure, 
1 ,100,000 gallons every twenty-four hours. 
A t tlíis rate the water in the lake would be 
discharged to the river level in less than 
three weeks. 
H e had surveyed the route 
where it is proposed to lay the pipe, and 
estimated that the sam e could be com ­ 
pleted by the end o f the first week in Sep­ 
tember. 
T he route o f the pipe runs under 
the Central Pacific Railroad yard, is cov­ 
ered w ith several tracks, and will have to 
he tunneled. 
A s the ground is all what 
is term ed “ made ground,” it w ill have to 
be tim bered, and the excavation, on that 
account, w ill be expensive. 


W ILL SH IR K NO DITTY. 
Mayor Brown said that the Trustees had 
a duty to perform, w hich at this tim e 
could not be shirked. 
It was one o f the 
tim es where a delay o f a day or a week 
m ight be fraught w ith great danger to the 
public health. 
H e was in favor o f using 
the power invested in the Board, that o f 
im m ediate action, and starting the work 
without a m om ent's delay. 
“A t this time, 
gentlem en o f the Board," he said, “ we are 
encom passed with a grave responsibility 
and when duty calls us to action let us not 
be found wanting, but at our post o f duty, 
acting prom ptly and fearlessly for the best 
interest o f the w hole city.” 


TH E STREET COMMISSIONER'S VIEW S. 
Trustee N ielsen said lie agreed with the 
Mayor and was in favor o f prompt action. 
H e did not think it best to go through all 
the formalities o f advertising for bids and 
delaying the work thereby for days and 
weeks. 
T he entire ground hail been gone 
over. T he cost o f the pipe, the labor neces­ 
sary, and all the contingent expenses had 
been figured upon by the Trustees, the City 
Surveyor and contractors. 
W hat it would 
cost was easily figured. 
Mr. Touhey, a 
m an who understood the work, had all the 
tools at com mand, and could prosecute the 
work to a speedy com pletion. 
H e had 
offered to do the work for $2 25 a lineal 
foot, which was lower than the lowest esti­ 
mate, and he was in favor o f closing a con­ 
tract with him at that price, on his giving 
the city a bond o f $1,000 and agreeing to do 
the work within a specified num ber of 
days. 
I.ET ITS PROCEED W ITH CAUTION. 
Trustee (iutenberger said he hoped the 
Board would proceed with extrem e cau­ 
tion and not “ give them selves away” to 
the newspaper reporter w ho was present. 
H e said, while lie fully agreed with his 
colleagues, and was favorably impressed 
with the recom m endations o f the Board of 
Health and Vigilance Committee, still he 
knew there were som e citizens w ho were 
opposed, not only to this, but to the appro­ 
priation o f public m oney for any sanitary 
m ovem ent. W hile on his way to the Board, 
he was approached by som e taxpayers, who 
bail read the proposed proposition in the 
R ecord-U nion, w ho solicited him to vote 
against it. 
H e believed that the lake could 
be connected w ith the river by a siphon of 
galvanized six-inch iron pipe, that would 
cost but $300, be laid down w ithin a week, 
and would, to a great extent, accom plish 
the desired result. 
H e would like to have 
the Board consider this matter before adopt­ 
ing a more expensive plan. 


TH E SIPHON PROPOSITION DISCUSSED. 
The ot her Trustees and the City Surveyor 
discussed the matter of siphons for som e 
tim e, and the hydraulic sketches and fig­ 
ures they drew upon the blackboard in or­ 
der to better explain their ideas, plainly 
indicated that their education, in drawing 
at least, had been sadly neglected. 
A u­ 
ditor McKee undertook to draw a siphon, 
but the result of his effort was a very good 
looking hydraulic ram. 
Trustee Gutenbergcr, finding his sipliqn 
proposition unpopular, insisted that if the 
work was to be done as proposed, it w ould 
cost in the neighborhood of $5,000, and it 
should be advertised and let to the lowest 
bidder. 
H e wished to be understood, how ­ 
ever, as not standing in the way o f im m e­ 
diate action. 
H e was no obstructionist, but 
he thought any other m ode of procedure 
w ould be contrary to law. 
Mayor Brown and Trustee N ielsen re­ 
ferred their colleague to sections in the or­ 
ganic act that settled his doubts on that 
score, and he then asserted bis w illingness 
to vote for the proposition. 
T he contract was then awarded to Jam es 
T ouhey for $2 25 a lineal foot o f pipe, he 
furnishing everything. 
The necessary con­ 
tract was signed, the bond filed, and the 
work will com m ence early this m orning. 
Work will be com m enced at both ends and 
in the middle, and as m any laborers em ­ 
ployed as can work to advantage.

A P a s ii1.— Late yesterday forenoon a por­ 
tion o f a second floor o f one o f the build­ 
ings on Front street occupied by the Capi­ 
tal Packing Company gave way under the 
weight of thousands o f em pty tin cans 
stored upon it, and fell to the first floor, 
which was partly broken through.

Few people were em ployed in that 
locality, which accounts for the fact that 
no one was m uch hurt.

■ .f the establishm ent was interrupted but a 
few minutes.
